"BRYAN IS NOT POSTED" 


Maintains That Religion Can be 


Reconciled With Findings 


of Science 


The- expression of William Jen- 


nings Bryan denouncing 'the findings 
of modern science as anti-religious 
are attacked today in a statement by 
tha Bev. Edward S. Worcester, pas- 
tor of the 
First 
Congregational 


church. Pres. E. A. Birge, of the 
University of Wisconsin, is a mem- 
ber of this' congregation, where he 
taught a men's bible class fo,. SO 
years. 


"From his statement before stu- 


dents here, it would appear that Mr. 
Bryan knows very little of the form 
or content of the theories of biylo- 
gical development which he attacks, 
nor -is he especially well posted in 
theology," the statement says. 


"Yet he tries to maintain that 


without a particular 
unscientific 


view of the course of life on this 
planet ono cannot be Christian. Mr. 
Bryan feels that he is degraded and 
brutalized by the thought that his 
limbs and organs and physical char- 
acteristics may be traced back to 
primitive .protoplasm through a long 
series of developments. 


"I do not see that dust and clay 


as a source confer any greater dig- 
nity. It is not what we came from 
on the material side that matters to 
Christian Jaith; it is what we are 
headed for on the spiritual side." 


The statement follows: 
Dr. William E. Barton, of Oak 


Park tells us that when he . rode 
circuit in. the hills of Kentucky in 
tho eighties' there were those .who 
considered it infidelity to teach; that 
•the earth. Is .-round... ...He mentions 
this to suggest a .probable ejcylanu- 
tfon of the'-traditioh found in-' oma 
quarters 
that 
Abraham Lincnln 


wa« 
considered to hate " "infidel" 


tendencies in his youth, -and of the 
known fart that, one of the most 
Christian spirits in American his- 
tory was never formally- a church- 
member, waiting, as he said, to find 
a church 'with a creed as simple as 
the Sermon on the Mount, For 
surely, if loyalty to the Bible re- 
quired such suppression of fact even 
within Dr,| Barton's memory, it is 
not likely that the same region and 
regions largely settled from it were 
niore liberal in Lincoln's youth, i 
generation or two earlier. 


"But why," you say, "drag out 


now the uninformed and illiberal 
past? We have outgrown that sort- 
of 
thing." Have 
we? That par- 


ticular bit of reaction— yes. 
Bat 


that sort of thing— alas! no. Thi3 
year of grace 1921 and this up-to-- 
date middle-western America havo 
their outbreaks of 
medievalism as 


illogical and distorted as ever, im- 
posing on faith the . test, of some 
needless misunderstanding or 
•* a 


ridiculously inconsequential detail. 


Three years or 90 ago we were 


told that the return of the men who 
(had been in the trenches arid faced 
the last and .starkest of realities 
would put upon tl-e churches a new 
demand to-, exalt the c.entrai truths 
of Christian faith arid . living, "let 
the fringes hang how .they will^- 
0 new demand to • repent of their 
Resetting sin of '(specializing in ir- 
relevancies." Either the returning 
soldielrs have gaid. very little, or a 
lot of people in the churches hayr. 
been deaf and blind, for reaction in 
crudely disproportionate 
forms: is 


at this moment more rampant than 
for some time past. All about us 
there is a revival of false teats,-.an 
exaltation of little' so-called ortho- 
doxies, obscuring the weightier con- 
cerns of life.

The r.eed for a board of apprais-

investment. 


According- to City Assessor Taylor 


this is not a fact, and in no case has 
valuations been raised to sueh 
a 


point as to necessitate the prevail- 
ing rent increases. 
The increases 


which landlords are Resenting are 
to a large degree "fictitious ones," 
acceding to Building Commissioner 
Dean. 


"Let the landlords charge what 


they will," they say, "but 
they 


should not ,be permitted to profiteer. 
If they consider their property val- 
ue higher now than it was a year 
ago, it should bo so assessed upon 
the books of 'the .city assessor, and 
the city should benefit comcmensu- 
rately by higher taxes." 


It is believed that if all property 


in the city were assessed at the val- 
uations upon which the owners are 
basing their increases 
in rents, it 


would hsve a- tendency to check the 
rent advances.' This is illustrated 
in the case of a landlord whoso 
apartment last year rented for $50, 
and who has advanced it to $75 this 
year. List year he figured his prop- 
erty, of which this apartment was 
inly a unit, at $50,000; this year he 
estimates his property has/increas- 
ed 50 per cent 
in valuation, and 


charges $'25 more for each apart- 
ment. Despite this alleged increase 
in valuation, the city is collecting 
little or no more taxes upon his 
property than it was last year, and 
his property is listed upon the city 
assessor's books at the same figure 
as it was last year, here may, 
of 


course, have been a slight increase 
in valuation, but not sufficient 
to 


warrant the huge increase in return 
unon the investment. In the mids 
of some city officials, such a land- 
lord is a profiteer.

There is no earthly reason why house rentals 


should have been raised this fall, says an edi- 
torial m The Daily Cardinal, publication of the 
university students, in commenting on the wave 
of rent raising in Madison. The editorial fol- 
lows :

/CONSIDERABLE speculation on the part of 
vx many students who are not affiliated with 
social and fraternal groups is going on concern- 
ing the prevailing rates'for rooms;" Prices this 
year are in many instances higher than they 
were last year. 


According to the information from the office 


of the dean of men, the rates have been raised 
because house rents have been raised. Some 
rentals were raised so high that it is frankly 
hoped that no student will pay the price asked. 


Is there any good reason why property own- 


ers should raise house rents.?. 


Inquiry made by The Cardinal revealed the 


fact that the price of houses now is lower 


than it was last year. The price of coal is lower 
than it was a year ago; wages, salaries and the 
cost of furniture and upkeep is correspondingly 
lower; and yet house and room rentals continue 
to soar as if the war were still going on and the 
price level was still on the upgrade. 


There is no' earthly reason why house rentals 


should have been raised this fall. The Cardinal 
resents the imposition which this raise in rents 
has'placed upon the students. Many a student 
has been made the "goaj;." The property owner 
has raised the rents; the landlady passes the 
buck; and the student pays. 


This paper pledges itself to the task of taking 


every fair measure to bring down room rentals. 
It welcomes a free and frank discussion, on all 
sides of the subject in its communication col- 
umns to the end thatNihe issue may be clarified 
and justice be done to all.

Great International Procession Again Wends Its Way "Up 


the Hill"'; Union,Should Now Be Pushed 


wN HIS masterly essay on What Is A University, John Henry 
1 Newman, a great English scholar, wrote: 


If I were to describe as briefly and popularly as I could, -what a 


University was, I should draw my answer from its annent designat on

Many things are requisite to complete and satisfy 


the idea embodied in the description; but such as this a university ocems 
to be in its essence, a place for the 
communication and circulation of 


thought, by means of personal intercourse, through, a wide extent or 
country. '

With the formal opening of the university this morning a 


Kreat concourse of young men and women began wending their 
•way "up the hill" to seek inspiration and learning for another 
year at "old Wisconsin." The sons and daughters of Wisconsin, 
the young man raised in the shadow of the Alleghanies and the 
young woman coming from the Rockies: the student from thej 
prairies of Iowa and the student from the cotton .fields of the 
south, the diminutive Chinese and the dusky Indian, the fair 
haired occupants of Norwegian house and the dark eyed maiden 
nt French house, African and Italian, English and German, — 
they are all represented here today in the international proces- 
sion that started "up the hill" this morning. 


There they will be met by a faculty of 1,000 professor?, as- 


sociate professors and instructors, — a group of men drawn from 
nil parts of the country and from many seats of learning. 


If, as Newman says, that a "university seems to be in its 


essence, a place for communication and circulation of thought, 
by means of personal intercourse, through a wide extent of 
country" where Is there a university that meets that specifica- 
tion in greater degree than Wisconsin?

.Newman, in discussing the relation of its su'.roundings and 


environment to a university, said in his essay on The Site of a 
University: 


It was worth the consideration of the government whether Oxford 


should not stand in a donwin of its own. An ample range, say four miles 
in diameter, should be turned into wood and meadow, and the university 
should be approached on all sides by a magnificent park, with fine trees 
in groups and groves and -avenues, and with glimpses end views of the 
fair city, as the traveller drew near it. There is nothing surely absurd 
in the idea, though it would cost a round sum to realize it. What has a 
better claim to the purest and fairest possession of nature, -than the seat 
of wisdom? So thought my coach companion; and he did but express 
the tradition of ages and the instinct of mankind. 


If the great English scholar who gave utterance to these 


words and who died in 1890, could come to Wisconsin today he 
would marvel at the closeness with which Wisconsin approaches 
his ideal of a grea'c university. Here are gathered students from 
all parts of the world; here Is a campus setting which Nature has 
not endowed to other universities in equal degree; what an op- 
portunity for "the communication and circulation of thought by 
means of personal intercourse" on which Newman lays so much 
stress in building his concept of a great university! 


We wonder if the young men and women of the university 


appreciate the opportunity they are afforded here to obtain the 
equipment that will fit them for service in the years to come? 


* * * 


The ideal that Wisconsin has always set for its university 


has been the extension of democracy. It has been the dream 
of the friends of Wisconsin to think of SERVICE whenever the 
university is mentioned. 


And yet there is a big hole in the scheme of things in fur- 


thering the ideal of democracy among the men of the university. 


Newman lays much importance on the personal contact 


students have with each other. There is not enough of that at 
Wisconsin. There isn't enough rubbing of elbaws. The fra- 
ternity man gets into his little world. The barb who lives at a 
boarding house descends into his little group. 


The Capital Times is glad to know that the first unit of the 


new Memorial Union to be constructed will be the commons 
where 1500 men will be able to break bread together at one time. 
The union will be a big "Get Together" place. "Dad" Morgan's 
is the biggest social center for men at the university today. 
YoungMnen crave companionship and recreation. 


With the building of a great union building that will afford 


a common center for the thousands of men at the university 
where is there another institution of learning that will have such 
an opportunity of meeting the ideals of a great university? 


With students here from all parts of the world, with a set- 


ting that Is unsurpassed and with opportunities afforded fo* the 
men and women "of Wisconsin to KNOW each other, Wisconsin 
will be able to say with the great English essayist: 


'•What can we want more, you will say, for the intellectual 


education of the whole man, and for every man, than so exhub- 
erant and diversified and persistent a promulgation of all kinds 
of knowledge? Why, you will ask, need we go up to knowledge, 
when knowledge comes down to us."
